This and the slightly drooping quillons are 
damascened with a cross-hatching pattern in gold and 
silver. The blade has a broad shallow groove running 
nearly to the point, which is perfect; some portions of 
the original surface appear to be surviving. There are 
traces of runes. Length of blade 3lins. ; total length of 
Sword 37tins. Found in the Thames at Vauxhall. 

, This very fine Sword is of superior proportions to any 
of its type preserved in the museums of Europe; and is 
in remarkably fine condition. It was formerly in the 
collections of Sir Guy Laking and of S. J. Whawell. 
Illustrated on Plates 19 and 19a of Laking’s ‘* European 
Armour and Arms.’’
